THE CANDLE THICK. 

One of tlio simplest tricks in this 
dopartmeut of firt'siilo eutortainmouia 
1b tho caiullo Iricii. Tiike a couiumii 
tallow caiullo, iu a br:\H.s-c(ui(llestick, 
light it and lot it stand until it haa^'ot 
a good head on. Then lot ouo of tho 
children — a boy about foiirteon joars 
old is best — take tho candle, shake tlie 
greaao from around tho wick, and, 
openings his mouth vory wide, stick the 
caudle in it, iiumodiately closing his 
lipB. Tho caudlo will not go out, but 
■will ehiue tbrou^di tho boy's distended 
cheeks with a ruddy glow. Now lot 
tho parent suddenly chuck tho boy 
Bni»rtly under tho cliin. Tho caudlo 
will be observed to go out iiumcdiato- 
ly, or at least it will coino out just as 
soon aa the boy. can get his teeth out 
of the tallow. This will teach tho boy 
who swallows tho candle never to at- 
tempt uncertain tricks when his father 
ia mean enough to play practical jokes 
on his own childrou. The other child- 
ren will appreciate the lesson. 

THE EGO THICK. 

Procure a large egg— Drab ma eggs 
are the best — and on the large end 
draw a cross with a led pencil, and on 

the opposite end draw another small- 
er cross in ink. Place the egg— after 
showing th« children tho egg and per- 
mitting them to examine it carefully, 
BO th«y will know it the next time 
they see it— ui oi the head of tho 
oldest boy present, or if there ia a 
grandfather handy with a bald head, 
balance the egg on his head. Then 
let one of the company tako a largo 
book and see if be can strike the egg 
hard enough to break it. To the sur- 
prise of averybody the egg will be 
suppressed the ^^irat blow. Then you 
can show tho person on whose head it 
■was balanced tho two crosses marked 
on the shell to prove that it was tho 
same egg that he saw io its entirety, 
but he will probably be too cross to 
have mucU interest in the matter. This 
is not a very difficult trick, and can bo 
quite easily learned, but caie should 
bo exercised in tho selection of tho 
egg. An egg that had been manufac- 
tured before the war would be apt to 
create an unpleasantness if it should 
be used in this trick. 

a-HE DOO TRICK. 

This trick is not always easy to per- 
form, on account of the neceHsity of 
introducifig a strange dog into the 
family circle. Yuu must entice a 
strange dog the more unaoinable the 
better, into the room; then let one of 
the company take hold of his ears nnd 
keep tho dog still, while, nn'>ther ties 
its tail in a bow knot. If tho dog has 
boon properly tramcnl and does his 
part of the trick [jromijtly, there will 
be four or five legs in that r.jom chuck 
£uU of dog's teeth before thj first 
•wrinkle is laid in that knot. This will 
teach the children to let a dog's tail 
retain the shape that nature has given 
it. Any dog of average sa;;acity nan 
bo taught to porfoiin this trick in two 
or three days' practice. A terrier is 
generally considered better for this 
experiment than a bull-dog, because 
it doesn't hold on so long, and knows 
when it has had enough. 

< THE (JUAIU iUlCK.. 

You can derive a never-ending fund 
of amusement by pro[)erly improving 
a common chair. Wuii an ordinary 
hand-saw cut olT about an inch and a 
half of tho rigiit front leg of tho clia'r, 
and about the same length from thn 
left hind leg. Then keep tho chair in 
a conspicuous place. No matter wnich 
of tho short logs it may ho rest in;,' up- 
on when anybody sits ilown in it, it 
■will immediately Icneel over to tho 
oth«r one, and tiio paiiy lunng it -will 
wail and shriek in tho liveliest terror. 
No boasoB should bo without one of 
tbesa chairs. They will ho found vory 
useful in the case of visitors who drop 
in about dinner time.

About the Snez Canal 
Purchase-

In France. — That it is worthy of 
England the perfidious. That England 

is ancuatomod to tho chnn;^ing of 
coats. That tho French tiovornmcnt 
has neglected to do its duty. Tiiat an 
angry note should have been sent from 
Paris to the court of St. James. That 
if this had been done Eugland would 
liave tremhled, and tho transaction 
would have been ropiuliated. That a 
further ])roof has just been given tliat 
England is merely a nation of shop- 
keepers. That all Englishiden are 
cowards. That all French m"fen are 
heroes. That in spite of everything, 
the incident only increases the glory 
of Franco. 

In CiiuoiANY. — That England may 
(witli the kind consout of the Emperor 
of Germany) do what she pleases in 
this matter. That Germany, on ac- 
count of tho relationship existing be- 
tween the two peoples, wiil not inter- 
fere. That Germany acknowledges 
tho judicious good fooling displuyeil 
by Englakd in disappointing tho 
wishes of that cxgrand nation — tlie 
French. That Goniuuiy eougratnlatoB 
England upon having gained the con- 
Bout of Prince Von Bisniark to thi;

That, jjcrhaps, under 
all tho circumstances of thecnse, Rus- 
sia will defur the annexation of India 
until next year. That England should 
be ver}' thankful to Russia for this dis- 
play of friendly moderation. 

— That Englishmen are 
not afraid of Fronclini'.-n, Pru.iisians, 
Austrians, or Russians. That people 
living outside the British Empire may 
say and think what they please, lhat 
the purchase of the interestin the Suez 
Canal was carried out without the ail- 
vice, much less the consent, of any 
foreigner. Th;it J^'nglaml, if sli(> ri- 
(juires fidl,free, and unconiliukl con- 
trol of tho canal for her own Imperial 
pur[)osos, has no wish or intention to 
cxchido any other nation from tho 
Hame advauta;;es. That England, hiiv 
ing got a hold on tne Suez Cauid, and 
paid for it, all poople nnd potentates 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

od that it was only nfci'>s;u-y ti> forushuil- 
ow the general ioikh t wliii li l;o would 
place before tho Housi; in (vominittdo.niul 
ho hud raovo.l tho ii-suhitiiMi with a view 
of ohtiiiiiiug a thoriiuLjU vi:iiU!:ilii)n of 
tho BubjocU. and niToniii!;,' lion. nienilxM-.'^ 
evory liberty of di.-icussion. JL) thiiii;,'ht 
that this wiiB tho njosl rciidy in(.'- 
thod of arriving at some atiHiact;>ry con- 
clusion to this enibarni.s.sintr quoatiou. 
He did not deem it necessary to recite tho 
prostration which had prevailed through- 
out tW coil ntry caused by frequunt do 
lays of tho Dominion Government; it was 
not fur them now to p.i haek to tin; days 
when onr delegates obtaiuiMl tho torujH of 
Coufedei'iitiun at Ottawa. What thi'y had 
to deal with was tljo present condition of 
the treaty and the unsatisfactory manner 
ia- which it had beeu neglected. This 
ProTiooe bad treated Canada with all the 
honor and respect to which sho is enti- 
tled, and ho hoped that w hen tho quea- 
tion camo uj) m Comniittoi! no word (jf 
disrospoct would osca|)e ills lips or Ihoso 
of any other lion, member. Tho hou. 
gontloraan then proceedi:d to recito tho 
railway history from its oomnionccment, 
qaoting from the votes of thu Ottawa 
House of Commons and arguing th:it 
they could never have altered the orij^inal 
Terms of UlIod. He reviewed the ap- 
peal of tho Province to England and the 
final settlement uri-ived at tlirongh tlio 
instrumentality of Lionl Ciiniiirvoii, di- 
lating on the construction of oanaLs by 
Canada to tho detriment of railway eii- 
tarprise. Ho referred to tho non con- 
strnotion of the Nanaimo-Eaqnimalt rail- 
way, and admitted his oppo:iition to 
the building of the telegraph lino because 
Buoh was in his opinion Gontniry to law. 
A the propo.'^ed wagon road, cory 
bon. member of tho IIonr,')kuow that our 
agreement was not for this work, but f ir 
a railroad, ami tho Provincial Govern- 
ment had therefore lesistod che proposal 
of the DomioioQ Government. He ad 
mitted that it would cost much less and 
hw' to tho advantage of tliu Uoniinion 
Go'prnmontif they were permitted to 
oommonco railway constrnelion from thu 
K lot only, but without siiaultniieous 
commencement from East and We.it the 
Province would for muny years fail to 
deriTO any benefit from Confederation. 
No exertion, however, had been put forth 
by the Dominion Governnienl to keep 
promises made, both in the terms of union 
and to Lord (Carnarvon; far from it, for 
by the Minute in "Uonncil of Se[)ti!iubor 
last any railway oou.slrnction in this Pro- 
Tinco would appear to be a century di.s 
tanti. The hon. gontleman recountod the 
financial policy of the Dominion Govern - 
mont with regard to ejrecling loans in 
England; ho ridiculed the idea of any 
clerk being so unfortiinnto as to forget 
to forward tho iiii[)oriant JJiinite of ilie 
20tli of Bepteiiiber either to Ilie imperial 
Govorniuent or to this I'rovinoe. lie 
thought if that Minute, casting to tlie 
winds tho pledges of Canada, liad been 
sent home, the ellect on her financial 
propositions would have beeu disastrous,' 
and intimated that the Minute had boon 
purpo.iely withheld. lie did not 
believe that the Muelienzie ( roveninieiit 
intendoil to keep any of Us agiceniuuti 
with Britihh Colnnibia and that it 
would only build the railway when and 
how it liUed. Tlie hou. gentleman hav- 
ing alluded to the priority of tue claim 
of the Province on tho financial resources 
of Canada and intimated that tho com- 
mitteo, if it tlionglit lit, would uppoint 
three or four hou. members to diatt an 
address on the question before the Hoii»e 
to be forwarded to her Majesty tho Queen, 
eat down. 

Mr. Bryden seconded the mntion. 

Mr. Fisher complimented tho Leader 
of the Government on hia eloquent 
speech, but ho regretted to hear an hon. 
member, who was a born Oanad'"". 
Tehemently opposed tqthe.countijy which 
bore him (liear). He reviewed the Pa- 
cifio Railway scandal, and believed that 
a linanc.ial orinis for iJaiiada w,i') hxiining 
in tho distance, but ho objected to tho 
poppleof -.thia province kicking against 
the'Dominion of whiuh she was |),a t, be- 
oauRO ho believed Ihcy were doing her best 
for tho country. Ho regretted' that tho 
lotidnr of tho grrvijrnmont had alluded to 
tho delay in (orwardiiiy t!in Jlinute of 
Soptombor iiOth last, (or it mu.st be well 
remembered that not long ago our wuU- 
paitJ'and intelligent agent in England 
received a proposition froiuLord Carnar- 
von to arbitrate on thu railway ques- 
tion and did not forward for a longi(iine 
any intimaliou to this province that fiuoh 
an oll'er had bi>en made. thought 
thought tho alhiKion canio w ith bad gract; 
from tho hon, Premier; ho was glad that 
th* oommittoe bad been moved for, be- 
oiinse be believed that it would bo shown 
that Can.vla was doing het 'uttnostto c.r- 
ry out terms which had not boon violated 
but which had been proved to boimpine- 
ticttble. Canada was no repndiiitor, Hho 
never had been, and ho had every coiiti- 
doDOe that she would nevei provo 
]^0rself worthy of Rn(d' a nnnio (cheers). 
,• The iiiotiou wn.sput and oarriod unani- 
mbasly, Mr, Fisher being oall«d to the 
<.:|^«ic of th* O^nunittae. 



Hon. Mr. Walkem rose to deny the al- 
legation of Mr. Fishor that he had spo- 
ken disrnspeetly oi His country, Canada. 
If ho had uttered any harsh words, they 
wore directed agaiuh't tho Government, 
not ag.ainst tho (leoplo of tlio country or 
tho Dominion it,soir. As a membar of 
this Goverumeut ho felt that this last 
bri ach by Canada caadS 'ribtual_;X3oufeder- 
ation appear more distant than ever. Ho 
was uoverthole.ss a warm admirer of Ca- 
nada, and to bo disloyal to lier ho must 
disown his own kith and kin. To turn 
howevor to tho business Ijoforo the Houso 
he proposed to submit a roi)ort for the 
endorsement of tho Committee. The hou. 
gontleman then read a length;^ report 
from manuscript notes, which gives tho 
main points of the railway corres))ou- 
denoo and seeks to obtain at tho hands of 
the Committee of tho Wuolo tho apuoint- 
ment of a sub-eomniilteo to draft an ad- 
dress to lio forwarded to Hor Majesty's 
Government, asking that England's iiillii- 
euco may bo brought to bear so that tho 
torniH of Confederation may be fnUiUed. 

Mr. Hmitho moved that the Committee 
rise and report progressand ask leave jo 
sit ng.ain in order that tho voluminous 
report of the leader of tho Government 
might be printed.
